New York, April 16.—-Amid scenes 
of turbulence and g re at confusion the 
state D em ocratic convention adjourn­ 
ed a t 12:30 o’clock this morning. 
After a bitter contest the conven­ 
tion unseated Senator M cCarren and 
delegates from ten districts b f Kings 
county, seated the McCabe delegates 
from Albany county, elected four d<*le- 
gates-at-large and alte rn a tes to nation­ 
al convention, headed by Judge A. B. 
P arker, and delegates from various 
congressional districts, chose 
presi­ 
dential electors 
and 
elected 
a 
new 
Btate comm ittee. 
T he scenes of disorder, which devel­ 
oped from the rejection of the McCar 
ren delegates, w ere Increased when a 
resolution 
was 
quite 
unexpectedly 
sprung under which m em bers of the 
new sta te com m ittee w ere chosen by 
the convention as a whole instead of 
each district electing Its own mem- 
ibers. 
This resolution was read amid 
iso great hubbub th at m any delegates 
'd eclared afterw ard they did not hear 
I it or know w hat it was about. 
At the 


I close of the roll can it was declared 
1 adopted by vote of 254 to 12S. 
At this aniftwneem ent the conven­ 
tion 
becam e 
uproarous. 
Delegates 
poured from their seats into the aisles 
ofter nam e after after n am e had been 
read, and there w ere shouts of “ ro,)~ 
hers,” ‘‘thieves,’’ ‘‘outrageous,” and the 
officers of the 
convention 
were 
de­ 
nounced in vigorous language 
One 
hundred m en rushed for the platform 
clam oring to be heard in protest and 
dem anding the right to elect m em bers 
of the com m ittee in the irsual fashion. 
D elegates seated on th e platform a t­ 
tem pted to stop the rush of those from 
the main body of the hall and a hand- 
to-hand clash seem ed to be imm inent. 
H urry calls w ere sent for the police, 
who had left the hall after the u nseat­ 
ing of the M cCarren delegates. 
Chairm an C arm ody vainly beat the 
table until the gavel wr.s shattered. 
Tht re was an altercation on the stage, 
during 
which Sergeant-at-Arm s

te rs was struck and knocked from 
the 
platform, 
carrying

desk with him. 
Amid cries of ‘‘fraud” and ‘‘robbery 
the clerk continued to read the name s 
of the new s ta te com m itteem en, whit h 
were attached to tho resolution.

police retu rn ed to the Ii til and thrust 
the clam oring delegates back from the 
platform tow ard their seats aud p a r­ 
tially cleared the aisles. 
Finally the resolution was declared 
adopted °ud in the midst of a great up­ 
roar the chairm an put a motion to ad­ 
journ and It w as declared ™rriedL 
After the convention Senator Mc­ 
Carren said: 
“ The fight has just be­ 
gun.
